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Vienna, February 7. 

N Exprefs from Bohemia has brought 
Advice, That the Bavarians draw to- 
wards the Frontiers of that Kingdom,and 
threaten to make an Irruption into it: 
General Schlick will fet out from hence 
to day, and carry with him a Declaration of War 
againft the Elector of Bavaria, which is to be pu- 
blifi’d in the Imperial Camp. All the Troops that 
are to ferve againft that Elector are in motion, and 
we expect to hear of Action very fhortly. _ of 
Ratisbon, Feb. 8. The Elector of Bavaria’s Mini- 
fter has fignified to the Diet, that his Mafter has pof- 
fefs'd himfelf of Newburg on the Danube, only to 
fecure his own Country, being well inform’d that 
General Stirumb was coming with an Army to {eize 
on that City ; at the fame time his Electoral High- 
nefs declares that he will not act any thing in preju- 
dice to the Rights of the Elector Palatine, or of his 
Mother the Electrefs Dowager, nor interfere with 
her Jurifdiction in that City ; adding, that he will 
keep the Place no longer than cill he can provide 
himfelf with fome other Security. On the 2d In- 
ftant, the Garrifon of Newburg repuls’d the Bava- 
rians in one Affault, but feeing them ready to Storm 
them a. fecond time, they flung down their Arms : 
This is the more wonder’d at, becaufe there was 
6co Men among them of the Troops of Swabia, 
who ‘twas not doubred would have given a better 
account of themfelves. The Directors ef the Circle 
of Franconia have return’d Anfwer to the Elector of 
Bavaria’s Letter, Summoning them to declare pofi- 
tively in 3 Days, whether they would be for or 
againft him ; That the faid Circle had no other in- 
tention in Arming than to contribute towards put- 
ting the Empire into-a defenfive pofture, and would 
not by any means be “rawn from their Engagements 
to the Emperor and the Empire ; That his Electoral 
Highnefs by his Actions had given them occafion to 
provide for their Security ; that in fo fhort a time 
as 3 Days, they cannot declare what further refolu- 
tions the States of the faid Circle will take ; but 
rather choofe to commit the Iffue of this Affair to 
the Almighty, and in the meantime make further 
Provifion to repel Force with Force, purfuant to the 
Law of Nature, and the Refolution taken by the 
Diet of the Empire ; hoping his Electoral Highnefs 

would likewife conform himfelf to the Refolutions 

of the Diet. This Anfwer the Director of the Cir- 

cle of Franconia were oblig’d to fend to the Elector, 
before they could receive the advice of the Diet 
what they fhouid fay to his hafty Meflage. On the 

other fide the Deputy of the Elector of Bavaria has 
reprefented to theDiet,that as for that Electors fend- 
ing a hafty Sammons to Nurenberg,(which the Diet 

complain’d of in a Remonftrance lately made to him 
in behalf of the Circle-of Franconia, ) it ought not 
to be taken ill, if in this critical juncture of Affairs 
hisMafter was willing to be inform’d who would be 
for him and who would be againft- him,and whether 
the Circle of Franconia have any hand in the Expe- 


dition intended againft him ; efpecially fince fome 
Huffars have fallen upon Foreheim in the Upper 
Palatinate, and kill’d fome of the Inhabirants. 
Heilbrom, Feb. 12. Ail the Troops of the Circle 
of Franconia have Orders to march; they will be 
joyn’d by others and move all together through 
Neurenburg towards Weiffeuburg. They are pre- 
paring at Neurenburg to defend themfelves againft 
the Elector of Bavaria, the Burghers are order'd to 
provide themfelves with Arms, Powder and Shot = 
all the young Feliows that are fir to bear Arms are 
lifted, and an Inventary is taken of the Forrage and 
Provifions : The Margrave of Bareith, who is in the 
Place, has undertaken, to defend it. 
Frankfort, Feb. 14. The imperial Envoy Count 
Lowenftein, is gone Poft from hence to Nurenburg, 
to endeavour to difpofe the States of the Circle of 
Franconia, to order their Troops to march againft 
Bavaria without delay. Letters from Heidelberg of 
the i2th fay, That the Bavarians have taken Aurach 
a Town in the Dutchy of Wirtenberg, and that the 


Duke of Wirtenberg, attempting to Succour the 


Place, was dangeroufly wounded. 

Lauterberg, Feb 12. The French in all probability 
have a Defign on this Place, for they have drawn 
alltheir Forces out of Strasburg, and 12000 Men are 
movy’d from Lorrain towards the Sarre. "Tis thought 
the Enemy gave out they would pafs the Rhine, 
only to miflead us, and that their real Defign is to 
attack our Lines. 

Feb. 16. Yefterday the Count de Grams 
mont, with 856 Men of the Garrifon of Rhinberg, 
marchd out wich 2 {mall Field-pieces and much Bag- 
gage, to be conducted to Louvain ; the whole Gar- 
riion confifts of 1400 Men, but the reft being Sick, 
will be fent by Water to Antwerp. 

Lauzanna, Feb. 3. advis'd by good hands 
from France, That the Bifhop of Alais, the Capital 
City of the Sevennes, is taken into Cuftody b 
order of the King: That Monfieur Bafville, Inten- 
dant of Languedoc, is gone Poft to Verfailles : That 
the Malecontents have beaten 2 Parties of the King’s 
Troops, one near Bellozet, the other at Candiac be- 
tween Nifmes and Montpelier ; That their Number 
increafes daily, and that they extend themfelves to- 
wards the Mountains of the Vivarois. 

- From the Paris Gazette, dated Feb. 17. 
_ Madrid, Feb. 3. The King, fince his return, has 
taken upon himfelf the Management of all Affairs 
of State, and all Orders and Difpatches pafs through 
his own hands. Being inform’d that the Eftablith- 
ment made fome Years ago,of a great number of Su- 
pernumerary Officers to prevent the difperfing of 
Contraband Goods, wasa great Grievance to the 
Publick, the Merchants being expos’d to perpetual 
Vexations ; his Majefty has order’d, That for the 
future, there fhall be no fuch Subaltern Officers, ex- 
cept in the Sea-Port Towns, and on the Frontiers. 
The New Levies are carry’d on fuccefsfully. The 
King has conferr’d on Cardinal Portocarrero the 
Command of his Troops of Horfe Guards. A Cou- 
rier-is arriv’d here from Lisbon, with Letters from 
the Amirante of Caftile. 
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Paris, Feb. 17. Letters from Strasburg of the 7th 
advife, that all the Troops are in Motion in that 
Country, the Horte, Infantry, Dragoons and Huffars, 
are drawn out of their Quarters, and are marching 
towards the Upper Alfatia. The Ammunition and 
Provifions is all in a readinefs: A Train of Artillery 
is drawn out on the Glacis of the Citadel, anda 
great number of Boats are brought together. The 
‘Marfhal de Villars was to fet out from Strasburg en 
ye to the laft Advices from Metz, the 
Troops in Lorrain,Metz,Toul and Verdun, and thofe 
on the Frontiers of Luxemburg, are drawn together 
on the Sarre, and wait for the Arrival of the Marthal 
de Tallard who is to command them. A Train of 
Artillery, with Ammunition and Provifions, is ready 
the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Feb.16. 

Pars, Feb. 16. Yefterday the King had advice 
by the way of Bafil, That there has been a great 
Adtion between the Bavarians and the Imperialifts ; 
"That above 6000 Men were kil!’d on both fides, and 
that the Bavarians got the Victory. 


From Dantzick of the roth of February they 
write, That Mr. Robinfon the Englith Refident, ar- 
riv’d there on the 7th, and would go from thence in 
2 or 3 days to the King of Sweden. 

Private Letters from the Hague fay, That the 
States General have determin’d to puta ftop to all 
Commerce and Correfpondence with France and 
Spain for one Year, beginning from the sft of April 
next, till which time Merchants are allow’d to with- 
draw their Effects, and fettle their Accounts in thofe 
Parts. 

Hague, Feb. 19. The States General have con- 
ferr’d the Government of Bolduc, vacant by the 
Death of the Prince of Naffau Saarbruck, on Baron 
Obdam. My Lord Cutts having receiv’d a Com- 
miffion from the Queen of England, to affift our Ge- 
nerals in making a Cartel with the French for Ex- 
changing Prifoners, has notified the fame to the 
States General. On the Queen of England’s Birth 
Day, Mr. Stanhop her Envoy extraordinary to the 
States General, gave a Magnificent Entertainment 
to the Forreign Minifters at this Court; and at 
Night there were Illuminations, Fireworks, and other 
Rejoycings. 


Shields, Feb. 8. Yefterday about 60 Sail of laden 
Colliers, and Salt-Shirs, fail’d to the Southward, bur 
the Wind turning,moft of them are come back ; and 


juft now an Imbargo is come hither, by which they
